Edinburgh Annual Meeting: Reduced Railway Fares. 
WE are glad to be able to announce, on the authority of 
the Railway Clearing House, that the usual concession to 
members of the British Medical Association in regard to 
railway fares will apply to the Annual Meeting in Edinburgh 
this summer. The railway companies in Great Britain 
(except the Metropolitan, Metropolitan District, and London 
Electric Railway Companies) have agreed to issue passenger 
tickets to Edinburgh, available from July 13th to 25th, at 
the ordinary single fare and one-third for the double 
journey, fractions of 3d. being reckoned as 3d., with a 
minimum adult fare of 1s.

Some Recent Work at Headquarters, 

On March Ist the Pathological Committee of the British 
Medical Association considered and discussed with repre- 
sentatives of the newly formed British Pathologists Asso- 
ciation certain suggestions the latter body had made in 
connexion with the report which was before the Council of 
the British Medical Association on December 15th last. 
As the resuit of the discussion certain modifications were 
made in the original recommendations, and an amended 
report will be presented to the next meeting of Council. 


Propaganda Subcommittee. 

Among other items of interest the Progaganda Sub- 
committee on March 2nd had under consideration the 
programme for the Secretaries’ Conference at Edinburgh 
next July and the forthcoming issue of the Association’s 
Handbook. A report upon the attitude of the lay press 
towards the profession and the Association since the last 
meeting showed the unusually wide publicity accorded to 
the work of the Association in connexion with tests for 
drunkenness, The report on this subject (published in the 
Surrtement of February 19th, p. 53) has received even 
More general notice than did the Hastings Lecture. 


Disciplinary Machinery. 

The Disciplinary Subcommittee of the Insurance Acts 
Committee met on March 3rd, and reviewed the whole field 
of disciplinary procedure in connexion with the National 
Health Insurance Acts. Proposals for improvement were 
formulated for submission to the Insurance Acts Committee, 
and will come before it at its next meeting. 


Defence of Research. 


On March 4th the Science Committee had under con- | 


sideration the Council’s instruction to organize medical 
opposition to any active parliamentary or extra-parlia- 
mentary agitation in favour of the Dogs’ Protection Bill. 
The attempts of the Canine Defence League to secure 
prohibition of the use of dogs for experimental purposes 
have been dealt with in detail in a leading article in the 
Journat of February 26th last. The position clearly calls 
for prompt and firm action in defence of legitimate 
research. In pursuance of the programme laid down by 
the Science Committee, a deputation under the leadership 
of Dr. Hawthorne, its chairman, met the medical members 
of Parliament at the House of Commons on March 9th. 
The medical M.P.s were unanimous in their expression of 
sympathy with the representations of the deputation. The 
Association is taking the opportunity afforded by the 
Lister centenary celebrations in London early next month 
to convene a conference of the chief medical and scientific 
societies directly interested in the question. It is hoped 
to secure a fully representative gathering, and invitations 
will be issued to the press. Meanwhile the Divisions of the 
Association have been requested to approach local members 
of Parliament, explaining to them the attitude of the 
profession in relation to the Dogs’ Protection Bill, and 
urging them to vote against the bill on second reading. 
A petition against the bill has been circulated among the 
medical members of university staffs, medical schools, and 
teaching hospitals. 


Hospital Policy. 

Mention has been made in recent Current Notes of the 
increasing interest shown by the medical profession in the 
problems of hospital policy, and also the increasing diffi- 
culties in the way of general adoption of contributory 
schemes. The Hospitals Committee on March 9th had 
under review a memorandum for circulation amongst the 


medical staffs of hospitals dealing in detail with the . 


application of the Association’s policy to such ogee 
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The memorandum was approved, and will be issued shortly. 
The committee is taking counsel’s opinion on the possibility 
of recovering some payment in respect of accident cases 
received and treated by voluntary hospitals when the 
victim is either in a position to pay for treatment or to 
recover damages from some other party in connexion with 
the accident. Attention was drawn by Sir John Paget, 
K.U., at a recent meeting of the British Hospitals Associa- 
tion, to the difficulties arising in this connexion. 


Medical Certificates for Injured Workmen. 

On March 10th Dr. Bone, Dr. William Paterson, 
the Medical Secretary, and Dr. Courtenay Lord (Assistant 
Medical Secretary) had an interview with representatives 
of the Accident Offices Association with a view to ascer- 
taining the exact position of the accident offices in the 
matter of medical certificates required in respect of men 
injured at their work. They obtained some very clear 
information on this subject, which will be reported to the 
Medico-Political Committee. 


Poisons and Pharmacy Acts. 

On March 4th Dr. J. W. Bone, Mr. Lewis Lilley, 
F.R.C.S., and the Medical Secretary gave evidence 
before the Departmental Committee which is inquiring 

enerally into the existing machinery regulating the sale, 

eeping, distribution, and supply of poisons. The deputa- 
tion emphasized the urgent need for consolidation of the 
present Poisons and Pharmacy Acts, and appealed to the 
committee to refrain from recommending the adoption of 
any additional regulations or restrictions calculated to 
hamper the work of either doctor or pharmacist. 


Medical Secretary’s Visits. 

On March 8th Dr. Cox was present at the first dinner of 
the Doncaster Division (reported at page 93), and next 
evening had the pleasure of attending the Chesterfield 
Division dinner, when a presentation was made to Dr.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


MerropouitaN Counties Brancu : LewisHam Drvision. 
A meETING of the Lewisham Division was held at the Town 
Hall, Catford, 8.E.6, on February 15th. The Medical Secretary 
of the Association, Dr. ALFRED Cox, O.B.E., gave an address 
entitied ‘‘ The medical profession in South Africa.”’ 


Address by the Medical Secretary. 

Dr. Cox said that there were about a million and a half whites 
and six or seven million blacks in South Africa, with a large 
sprinkling of coloured people and Indians, and the colour problem 
was a very difficult one socially. Medical men were numerous 
in the towns, whilst the remote country districts were com- 
paratively under-doctored, a state of things common to other 
British Dominions and the United States. Medical fees being 
too high for the “ poor white ” and the coloured people and natives, 
proposals had been made which might eventuate in a national 
health insurance system. Political feeling ran high and pervaded 
everything, having a distinct influence on medical politics. He 
found that the senior doctors were very largely Edinburgh 
graduates, quite a number of them having married Scottish wives; 
the next generation were representative more of London and the 
provincial schools and less of Edinburgh; while among the youngest 
men there was an increasing section who had trained and qualified 
at the universities in Capetown ‘and Johannesburg. 

Dr. Cox spoke of the excellent work done under the auspices 
of the Rand Mines in connexion witli silicosis, and also the first- 
class provision made aj many of the mines for the medical treat- 
ment of the natives. He thought there was a tendency among 
the doctors to over-specialize, which resulted in people in some 
of the towns having difficulty in securing a “family doctor,” 
which complaint he had also heard when he was in Canada. He 
dealt with the hospital system, which included big hospitals on 
more -or less British lines in the large towns; in the smaller towns 
the hospitals were more like our “ cottage ” hospitals, practically 
everybody paying in accordance with their means both the hospital 
for their maintenance and the doctors for their treatment. He 
mentioned the prevalence of pneumonia among the mine workers 
and the excellent work that had been done in the prevention and 
treatment of that disease, alluding particularly to the South 
African Institute for Medical Research in Johannesburg. Malaria 
was still common in some parts, and there was a good deal of 
leprosy, mainly confined to the natives, He had found the summer 
climate pretty trying, and it seemed to him that it was possible, 
at any rate for a man of his age, to have too much ultra-violet 
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radiation ; but he supposed that this was mainly due to the fact that 
he, as a Britisher, was unused to luxury in the way of sunshine, 
for he found that those who had lived in South Africa for any 
length of time complained that on coming to the old country they 
missed the sunshine more than anything else. Although there were 
a few good roads in South Africa near the big towns, on the whole 
they would be a revelation to the country doctors in Great Britain, 
who could have no idea of the difficulties in the way of transport 
which the South African doctors had to put up with. The motor 
car had, of course, been a very great boon, and he admired the 
way in which the country doctor took his car over tracks and into 
places which would horrify the owner of a car in this country. 

Speaking of the loneliness of the doctors in the outlying districts, 
Dr. Cox referred to their pathetic anxiety to be organized in some 
way which would enable them to feel that they were part of the 
organization, and were not being forgotten. He alluded briefly 
to the object of his visit, and to the pleasure which it had given 
him to be the means of bringing about union in the medical 
profession in South Africa, and predicted a bright future for the 
new organization, which was still an integral part of the old 
British Medical Association. Dr. Cox then gave an interesting 
and amusing account of some of the personalities he had met both 
inside and outside the profession, and ended with a very warm 
appreciation of the hospitality and good-fellowship with which he 
was met everywhere. 

Dr. THomsoy, the chairman, proposed a vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, which was seconded by Dr. Bucuan, and carried. 


Birmincuam Brancn: Nuneaton TamwortH Drvision. 
A MEETING of the Nuneaton and Tamworth Division was held on 
March 3rd at the Tamworth General Hospital. 

Mr. A. B. Dansy, F.R.C.S., read a paper on “The role of 
prevention in obstetrics.” He described the importance of pre- 
vention of complications during labour by investigations during 
pregnancy ; discussed the various methods of measuring the pelvis, 
and pointed out the importance of not omitting to measure 
the transverse diameters at the pelvic outlet. He described 
various methods of performing version during pregnancy in order 
to correct malpresentations, the methods of inducing premature 
labour, and the place of 2 rays in the diagnosis of presentations 
during pregnancy. He exhibited numerous skiagrams. 

In the subsequent discussion Drs. Jones, Mittarp, Horssvurcn, 
and Forrest took part, and Mr. Dansy replied. A vote of thanks 
to Mr. Danby for his very interesting address was carried by 
acclamation, 


Dorset anp West Hants Branch: BournemoutH Division. 
Tne annual dinner of the Bournemouth Division was held at the 
Royal Bath Hotel, Bournemouth, on March 3rd; seventy-three 
members and their guests were present. After the dinner the 
company retired to the adjoining King’s Hall, where dancing went 
on until midnight. 


Merropouitan Counties Brancu: Mippiesex Division. 
A meetine of the South Middlesex Division was held at St. John’s 
Hospital, Twickenham, on March 9th, when Dr. Ewen presided. 
Dr. J. B. Coox opened a discussion on “‘ Treatment of cancer b 
non-operative means.” He dealt in particular with the treatmen 
of cancer by lead, and stated that the chorionic epithelium was 
normally malignant in character and had the power of eroding the 
blood vessels, etc., and was also capable of cellular multiplication. 
Now it was well known that lead was used as an abortifacient, 
causing a cloudy swelling of the chorionic epithelium; further 
lead had a stunting effect on normal growth. These factors le 
Professor Blair Bell of Liverpool to investigate the effect of lead 
upon malignant growths. Lead had always been administered in 
colloid preparations, as otherwise the lead ion was too toxic for 
intravenous injection. Dr. Cook and Dr. Frank Coke, working on 
these lines, but independently of Blair Bell, ery great 
difficulty in obtaining a suitable preparation of lead. At first they 
used the oleate intramuscularly in very small doses. The nitro- 
benzoate was tried, but discontinued on account of the gastric 
trouble caused. Next ‘lead M.A.” with 0.1 per cent. of lead plus 
0.1 per cent. of mercury was tried, and the toxicity of all these pre- 
parations was tested upon animals. Last summer they used a pre- 
paration supposed to be identical with that used by Blair Bell, but 
tests made . Crooks’s colloids proved that it became inert. Prior 
to commencing treatment the blood was examined and a differential 
count made. The urine was tested for albumin and the daily 
amount measured. There was usually some reaction after dosage, 
which might be focal, general, or both. Usually a little pain was 
complained of at the site of the tumour and the temperature might 
rise to 103° F. The total amount of urine passed in twenty-four 
hours was charted; diminution was regarded as a danger signal. 
The blood was examined, about a week after the first dose, for the 
resence of stippled cells. Patients were encouraged to drink 4 or 
4 pints of lemonade daily, and a light diet was given. Dr. Cook 
gave details of many cases which he had treated; all of them were 
inoperable, and in all cases the conditions were improved consider- 
ably. In many cases the patients died later from other diseases. 
Experience seemed to indicate that cancer of the stomach was nob 
a safe condition to treat with lead, but one must not expect to get 
ood results from patients in the last stages of malignant cachexia. 
hen there was much glandular involvement it was advisable to 
remove as many as practicable; also if parts of the growth could 


_be removed prior to lead treatment so much the better. Finally, 


Dr. Cook considered that lead had a definite inhibitory effect upom 
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the growth of malignant tumours, and was the most successful of 
all non-operative measures in use at the present time. 

A discussion ensued, after which Dr. BINSON, radiographer of 
West Middlesex Hospital, spoke about diathermy treatment, of 
cancer. He explained that by that means large currents of elec- 
tricity could be utilized as no stimulation occurred ontes to an 
oscillating current being employed. Heat was produced with resist- 
ance to the circuit; as there was none in the electrodes it must be 
caused by the tissues. A large electrode was placed in one part 
of the body and a smaller one used at the site of the growth, This 
caused intense heat with desiccation and coagulation, the depth 
depending upon the diameter of the smaller electrode. No imme- 
diate haemorrhage occurred, and there was no shock. The scar 
left was very supple and there was no risk of dissemination. 
Coagulation of large vessels and nerves might take place. 

Another discussion now took place amongst the members; and a 
hearty vote of thanks was proposed by the Cuamman to Drs, 
Cook and Robinson.

a series of cases demonstrated. These included cases of osteitis 
deformans, an abdominal tumour (? expansile), chronic mastitis, 
diabetes complicated by hepatic cirrhosis, pyloric stenosis with 
visible peristalsis, hemiplegia following chorea, pancreatic cyst, 
and an acute orchitis due to B. coli infection. The meeting 
finished, at 5.45 p.m., with an appreciative vote of thanks to Dr. 
Muir for a most interesting and instructive afternoon.

Ar a well attended meeting of members of the medical profession 
resident in Lahore, held at the King Edward Medical College on 
Februa 8th, it was unanimously decided to resuscitate the 
Punjab Branch of the British Medical Association.

Sussex Brancn: Hastinas 

A meeTinG of the estings Division was held at the Queen’s 
Hotel, Hastings, on March Ist, when Dr. E. 0. Mackay, chairman 
of the Division, presided, Coffee was served at 8.15 p.m. Dr. 
LanGiey, M.B.E., of Ancoats Hospital, Manchester, delivered a 
British Medical Association Lecture on ** Auricular fibrillation : its 
nature and treatment.”” The lecturer first explained very clearly 
the mechanism of the heart beat. By means of excellent lantern 
slides the nature of the sino-auricular node was demonstrated. 
The waves then spread out through the auricular musculature and 
thence to the auriculo-ventricular bands. The waves are conducted 
by contiguity of auricular muscle fibre, not by conducting nerve 
fibre. From the auriculo-ventricular band the waves passed to the 
Purkinje tissue in the inner wall of the ventricle, this tissue acting 
the part of end-organs. Morbid conditions of the heart were then 
discussed and the mechanism of “ fibrillation” and “ flutter ’”’ were 
explained. The lecturer pointed out that digitalis was only useful 
in slowing the heart in fibrillation or flutter; it was useless in 
ordinary cases of rapid pulse due to other conditions. The size 
of the dose was fully discussed, and he believed that it was useless 
to employ the drug in small doses. A dose of the tincture 
equivalent to about 0.15 c.cm. per lb. of body weight should be 
given. Cases of idiosyncrasy*to the drug would be met with, but 
they were rare. In his clinic he had confined himself to the 
B.P. tincture. After the acute distress had passed off smaller doses 
might be given, sufficient to keep the apical rate at about 85 per 
minute. A series of electro-cardiograms was shown on the screen. 

The lecture was listened to with great interest and was followed 
» Fe keen discussion, after which Dr. Langley was thanked for his 
address. 


Yorxsumire Brancn: Doncaster Drvision. 
Inaugural Dinner. 


Tue inaugural dinner of the Doncaster Division was held at 


Parkinson’s Café, Doncaster, on March 8th, when Dr. Henry J. 
CxLarKE was in the chair. Sir Berkeley Moynihan, Bt., K.C.M.G., 
President of the Royal College of Surgeons, and Dr. Alfred Cox, 
Medical Secretary, were the principal guests.

Yorrsume Branch: Huppersrretp Division. 

On March 9th a British Medical Association Lecture was given to 
the Huddersfield Division at the Huddersfield Royal Infirmary 
by Professor Mires Puitirs (Sheffield) on ‘‘Some obstetrical 
emergencies.” Forty-six members and visitors were present. The 
lecturer limited his subject to emergencies connected with anomalies 
of muscular action of the uterus and showed many lantern slides 
to illustrate his remarks. He first dealt with the sluggish uterus 
and the exhausted uterus, and pointed out the value of sedatives 
(especially chloral in large doses) in treatment. He next dealt with 
cases characterized by severe pain, especially the colicky uterus 
and cases in which a contraction ring formed. The diagnosis of 
contraction ring was fully dealt with and the treatment discussed 
at length, and the value of antispasmodics and deep anaesthesia 
emphasized. Acute inversion of the uterus was also discussed, and 
the value of delaying reduction until the primary shock was over 
was demonstrated by statistics and cases. Avulsion of the uterus 
was discussed, 
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National Insurance. 


A STATISTICAL REVIEW OF NATIONAL HEALTH 

INSURANCE. 
Ar the meeting of the Royal Statistical Society on March 15th 
Sir Atrrep Warson, K.C.B., the Government Actuary, read 
a paper entitled ‘‘ National health insurance: a statistical 
review.”’ 


The author referred first to the objects of the scheme and 
to the fact that 97 per cent. of the insured population were 
members of approved societies, leaving 3 per cent. only to be 
divided between the “‘ deposit contributors ’’ and the men of the 
Forces whose contributions were paid into the Navy, Army, and 
Air Force Insurance Fund. he accumulated funds now 
approached £120,000,000, one-half of which was represented 
by valuation surpluses and cognate reserves, which were in 
course of application to raise the general level of benefits and 
to extend their scope. He tien examined the movement of 
the industrial population with reference to insurance under the 
national scheme in the years 1913 to 1923. He estimated the 
number of insured workers in October, 1913, as 10,300,000 men 
and 4,610,000 women, exclusive of persons within what is now 
the Irish Free State. Ten years later these figures had increased, 
he estimated, to 10,699,000 men, and 4,977,000 women, of whom 
930,000 were married. The comparatively small increase among 
men was explained by the war deaths, numbering over 600,000. 
The number of insured women had been considerably higher ; 
this section of the contributors had decreased since 1918 by 
about 540,000 following the exodus from industry of women 
He estimated that 
2,630,000 men and 2,633,000 women had entered insurance 
between 1919 and 1923, and that 60 per cent. of them came in 
at the age of 16, when the compulsory insurance of those in 
employment begins; over 1,800,000 men and 3,000,000 women 
had gone out of insurance in the same period, 820,000 of the 
women having left industrial employment on marriage. He 
found that nearly 50 per cent. of the men who left insurance 
were over the age of 35, and concluded that a large majority 
of these had taken up forms of occupations other than employ- 
ment. A corresponding feature was found also in the case of 
women ; it seemed evident that quite apart from those who left 
employment on marriage many women resorted only temporarily 
to industrial employment. 

The next section of the paper dealt with the claims for 
sickness and disablement benefits. Among both men and women 
the claims for sickness benefit were shown to have fallen greatly 
during the war years; this was particularly the case in regard 
to women, who in 1916-17 drew less than two-thirds of the 
sum drawn by them in 1913-14. Since the war the claims for 
sickness benefit had again risen, but the cost in 1925-26 showed 
that, on the average, sickness among men was still considerably 
below the level of 1913-14. Among women the indications were 
less satisfactory, the figures suggesting that within a short 
period the earlier level would again be reached. 

Comparing the sickness experience of a representative sample 
of men in the years 1921-23 with late nineteenth-century ex- 

rience, such as that of the Manchester Unity of Oddfellows 
im the years 1893-97, a marked improvement in the health of 
the community seemed to be indicated, the ‘ rate of sickness ”’ 
rite | fallen on the average by about 20 per cent. This was 
traced to a large reduction, at all ages, in the proportion of the 
insured who claimed benefit; among men of ages 40 to 45, 
160 in 1,000 drew benefit in 1921.93, against 246 in 1,000 in 
1893-97. The duration of sickness, on the other hand, had 
increased, the new average at the ages cited being 5.0 weeks 
Brecial’s against 4.3 weeks shown by the older tabulation. 

ial and not unsatisfactory causes were thought to explain 
these features. It was doubtful whether there was any real 
increase in the length of incapacity. Among unmarried women 
the proportion who fell sick was, as a rule, somewhat less than 
among men of the same age, but the duration of incapacity 
was much longer, and on the whole, therefore, the average 
amount of sickness per insured woman was greater than amo 
men. Among married women, both the number claiming an 
the duration of the claim were relatively greater than amon 
the unmarried; the duration of sickness benefit in the case o 
a married woman claimant averaged the very high figure 


_of 83 weeks. 


Disablement benefit (which is entered upon when sickness 
benefit has been paid for twenty-six weeks) was found to be 
an increasing quantity among all sections of the insured. This 
was an expected feature as the scheme grew to maturity, and 
so far as men were concerned the cost was well within the 
expectation indicated by the older friendly society experiences. 
The extent of the claims of women in respect of disablement 
benefit occasioned, however, some concern. Taking men and 
women together, it was estimated that about 200, persons 


were now permanently disabled and drawing benefit from the 
approved societies. 

_ After explaining the seasonal variation of sickness, in which 
it was shown that the claims in the winter months averaged from 
50 to 100 per cent. more than the summer minimum, Sir Alfred 
Watson discussed the changes in the birth rate brought out by 
the claims for maternity benefit. The claims among the wives 
of insured men in the years 1919-23 were 88 per cent. of those 
expected by the financial standard. The birth rate (compared 
with the married population at the reproductive ages) had fallen, 
it was estimated, by about 20 per cent. since the beginning of 
the century, but, on the other hand, the proportion of the 
married in the Ss eapop had substantially grown, the increase 
in this respect being 20 per cent. at the ages 20 to 25, 10 per 
cent. at ages 25 to 30, and 5 per cent. or more in other age- 
groups. In comparison with the birth rates among wives of 
insured men, the great majority of whom are not employed 
outside the home, the birth rates among employed married 
women were significantly low; the proportion varied with age, 
being, for example, 69 per cent. at ages 25 to 30, and 61 per 
cent. at ages 30 to 35. 


REGIONAL DENTAL STAFF. 

Tue Ministry of Health has issued a circular (A.8.261) 
describing what has already been done to bring into immediate 
operation the service of regional dental officers for England and 
Wales. The regional dental service forms part of the arrange- 
ments under the new scale and conditions of dental service as 
agreed by the Dental Benefit Joint Committee, and will be 
available for those societies and branches only which have 
adopted these arrangements. 


The duties of the regional dental staff will include (a) advisin 
approved societies entitled to avail themselves of the service, an 
dentists to whom members of such societies have applied for 
treatment, on questions relating to dental estimates furnished or 
treatment given; (4) advising on similar questions referred to 
them by the Joimt Committee or the Minister; and (c) making 
inquiries at the direction of the Minister into matters relating 
to dental treatment under additional benefit schemes. Reference 
to these officers, whether from approved societies or dentists, will 
be of two kinds: ‘‘ estimate references’ relating to an estimate 
for work proposed to be done, and “treatment references ”’ 
relating to the nature or quality of treatment which has been given 
including questions of the quality or workmanship or fitting o 
dentures or other material used in treatment. Separate forms are 
provided for references of these two classes. ; : 

Six regional dental officers have so far been appointed, with 
offices in London, Manchester, Leeds, and Cardiff. The areas 
covered by the scheme are grouped in five divisions: North- 
Western, North-Eastern, South-Western, South-Eastern, and Wales. 
Additional officers will be ory or the services of part-time 
dental referees obtained, if found necessary, to enable the staff 
to co with their duties. A principal regional dental officer, 
Mr. H. Alvin Mahony, in addition to his ordinary duties for the 
South-Eastern Division, with offices at Queen Anne’s Chambers, 
Dean Farrar Street, S.W., will be responsible also for the technical 
supervision of the work of the staff as a whole.

- Anaesthetic Fees. 


Srr,—It is evident that some Panel Committees are going 
rather far in their desire to secure adequate distribution 
amongst panel practitioners of the available capitation fund 
by recommending the non-payment of anaesthetic fees in cases 
taken into Poor Law hospitals for operation, and by deciding 
the choice of anaesthetic to be used in particular cases, regard- 
less of what the operator, or preferably the anaesthetist, might 
consider the most suitable one. It is. possible that the lure of 
an anaesthetic fee may result in a general anaesthetic being 
used for every conceivable thing, notwithstanding the obvious 
fact that spraying with ethyl chloride or infiltration anaes- 
thesia would do equally well, but for which no special payment 
is made; but such a possibility does not justify interference 
by any Panel Committee, which is presumably ignorant of the 
circumstances of every case it has to deal with; and the anaes- 
thetist or the operator should be given a perfectly free hand in 
the matter. He should be trusted to do what is right for the 
patient, and not be saddled with the suspicion of wishing to 
deprive his colleagues of what they can legitimately claim as 
their own. 

In the case of panel patients undergoing operative treatment in 
Poor Law hospitals, their presence in such hospitals entails a con- 


siderable amount of extra work upon the medical staff, who are | 


under contract with the guardians to give their services to the 
destitute r only, and not to every patient, private or panel, 
whom their fellow practitioners of the district may wish to get 
rid of. There are Poor Law hospitals which are open to 
medical men, not necessarily on their staffs. Such being the 
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case, any panel practitioner sending an insured patient for 
operative treatment should at least be called upon to administer 
the anaesthetic, for which service he is, after all, in receipt 
of sixpence for every patient on his panel list. Why should the 
staff be expected to relieve him of this obligation, and, if it 
does so, what possible objection can there be to its receiving 
tha anaesthetic fee in payment for work which they are under 


_ no contractual obligation to perform? 


Teo much abuse is being made of hospitals generally by the 
public, and that some medical men should strive to make an 
abuse of one another’s services, so that, in the end, some may 
keep what they have not worked for and others be deprived of 
what they are entitled to claim, is unfortunately further evidence 
of the fact that some people’s notion of justice and fair play 
can be priced at a few shillings, or very much less individually, 
which recognition on their part of the services and responsi- 
bilities devolving upon others through their deliberate action 
actually deprives them of.—I am, etc.,
